The state officer most directly affected
by the docision Is Auditor Cornell, who, by
his own statements, Is shown to have ille-
gally earried public funds about with him
and manipulated them the same an it they
wors his own private funds. This practice,
which wa#s carried on quite extensively last
was only stopped after a publie ex-

year,
posire had been made by The Bee, and the
auditor was compelled to disgorge the

money and pay it to the treasurer. That
gome of thia money was tied up In private
bank accounts or in private enterprises so
that it could not readily be produced ls
best proven by the auditor's officlal state-
menta,

Was Holding Sinte Money.

On the first of June, 1897, the auditor
made a stalement of the afairs of his of-
fice, but thia document was carefully kept
from the publie for the good and sufficlent
reason that (t showed that the auditor had
in his possesslon $7,938 that belonged in
the state trepsury and which the constitu-
tion dirccted “‘should be puld into the state
trensury In advance,” Somo of the money
the auditor hod retained in his poases-
glon for four or five months, although the
gtate trepsury door was less than twenty
feot from his own office. The shortage of
the auditor was discovered on an dnapection
of the records In the trensurer's office, and
the exposure that followed Induced him to
pay in part of the money during the follow-
ing month.

An analyals of the statement shows that
nlthough Iflu- auditor was holdinge out §7.93%
one the 15t of Jung, his payment on June
4 only ampountied to $1.000, the natural In-
ference bhelng that the balance, 36,938, was
tied up eomewhere so that it could not real-
ily be produeed, On June 20 he pald in $6,100,
n mant peculinr amount, when it is figured
that he had In his possession at that time
$7.302 that the vonstitution sald should be
padd Into the treasury "in advance.” On
the 31st of August he pald over $800, hold-
ing back $1.485.50. On the 22nd of October,
when his lust payment of $1,000 was made, he
held back $900, and on the 1st of December,
the date of filing the report, he still kept
his hands on $1,004.40. It in only since the
decision of the supreme court in the Eugene
Moere case, holding that the auditor boas
no right to collect fees, that this manip-
ulallon of the fee money has ceased,

Attitude of the Court,

The recent declsion of the court in the
Proatch-Moores case holds that the publie
oficer whe deposils public funds in & bank
ag his own money or uses It for private
purpoges Is a defaulter, even though his In-
tention {8 to ultimately turn the money Into
the pubdic treasury, This Intention, accord-
ing to the court's declsion, eould not operale
to his advantage if he had heen “a man of
large means and credit,’”” the only logical
meaning of this belng that he could have
made good his default, "“and this consid-
erstion has doubtless moved many, If not
moat, defaulting oMcers to take risks which
have proven thelr destruction. In a major-
Ly of cases of defalcatlon It Is quite likely
that the first misappropriation was made in
the full confidence that it would be made
good and no one would be harmed. There
{8 no middle ground either of safety or hon-
esty., Trust funds must boe beld sacred, and
the ofMcer who appropriates them to his
own use must be held to be gullty of a
breach of trust, no matter how willing he
may afterward prove to be to replace Lhe
misapproprintion of that which was not his
own."”
